13. (Original) A process for preparing a patterned, cross-linked, polymer, film 
coating on a substrate comprising the steps of 

(a) applying to the substrate simultaneously and/or sequentially in any order: 

(i) one or more cross linkable polymer precursor(s); 

(ii) optionally one or more additional cross-linker(s) capable of cross- 
linking the precursor(s) for the polymer(s); and 

(iii) one or more compound(s) of Formula (1) as described in claim 4 
optionally with one or more colorant(s); 

(b) optionally patterning one or more non cross-linked film(s) of component (i); 
component (ii); component (iii) and/or mixture(s) thereof, optionally before 
application of further components; and 

(c) initiating cross-linking the mixture of components (i), (ii) in situ, to form an 
optionally patterned, cross-linked polymeric film coating on the substrate. 

14. (Original) A process according to claim 13, in which the process comprises a 
printing process. 

15. (Original) A process according to claim 14, in which the printing process is 
an ink-jet printing process. 
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16. (Original) A process according to claim 14, in which the printing process 
comprises a photolithographic process. 

17. (Original) A process according to claim 15, in which the polymer precursor(s) 
comprise water dissipatable polymer precursor(s). 

18. (Previously presented) A substrate obtainable by a process as claimed in 
claim 13. 

19. (Original) A substrate according to claim 19, which comprises: a colour filter 
comprising a coloured, cross-linked, polymer coating on a transparent substrate; and/or a 
transparent, coloured, cross-linked, polymer coating on a substrate.

22. (Previously presented) A display which comprises a substrate according to 
claim 18.

25. (Previously presented) A cartridge suitable for use in an ink jet printer 
containing an ink according to claim 4.

27. (Presently amended) A colour filter comprising red, green and blue filter 
elements, or yellow, magenta and cyan filter elements, charact e ris e d in that wherein the filter 
carries a compounds of Formula (1) as defined in claim 4. 
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
